Willoughby, has started the ball 
rolling on forming an Industrial 
Foundation for Hamlin. The Com­ 
mittee is also working on the for­ 
mation of an Industrial Team. 
The Group met last week and 
made plans to enlarge the com­ 
mittee to cover a larger segment of 
those people who might be in­ 
terested in working on such a 
project. The first meeting of the 
enlarged group was held here 
Tuesday evening. 
Since this is being written on 
Monday, we do not know what kind 
of response was generated at the 
meeting, but hopefully the first big 
step in attracting industry to Hamlin 
will be made by this group. 
We have tried to point out many 
times in this column that Hamlin 
can not just stand and wait for a new 
industry to come to us—we must get 
organized and go after these 
prospects. 
We have been told in the past by 
experts in this field that in order to 
attract new industry a community 
must have an Industrial Foundation 
and a team trained to meet with the 
potential prospects. Hopefully, out 
of this meeting Tuesday night will 
come the first step in reaching both 
of these goals. 
The purpose of a Foundation is to 
raise money to provide funds to help 
provide buildings or building sites 
for new industry. In many cases the 
funds have been used by com­ 
munities to help local industry grow. 
Sometimes communities use these 
funds to buy or take out options on 
land that would be suitable for in­ 
dustrial development. There are 
many government loans available 
that require a local foundation to 
provide part of the funds. 
It is the hope of the committee that 
a number of people, hopefully as 
many as IO or more, will be in­ 
terested in taking part in the In­ 
dustrial Team project. It is the goal 
of the committee to send this group 
to Austin for a one-day training 
session to be conducted by the Texas 
Industrial Commission. 
The purpose of this group is to 
come up with the answers to all of 
the questions about Hamlin that a 
prospective industry would need to 
know. This team must know about 
local 
utilities, 
transporation, 
building sites, financing, labor, 
taxation and general living con­ 
ditions. 
Industry is on the move to West 
Texas but it is going to the com­ 
munities that are working the 
hardest to attract them. Up to now 
Hamlin has done nothing in this area 
and it is time we got off our duffs and 
start to work. 
Hamlin has a lot to attract in­ 
dustry if we will just take the time to 
tell the prospects about ourselves.

The BCD Industrial Development 
Committee, 
headed 
by 
Pat 
Willoughby, has started the ball 
rolling on forming an Industrial 
Foundation for Hamlin. The Com­ 
mittee is also working on the for­ 
mation of an Industrial Team. 
The Group met last week and 
made plans to enlarge the com­ 
mittee to cover a larger segment of 
those people who might be in­ 
terested in working on such a 
project. The first meeting of the 
enlarged group was held here 
Tuesday evening. 
Since this is being written on 
Monday, we do not know what kind 
of response was generated at the 
meeting, but hopefully the first big 
step in attracting industry to Hamlin 
will be made by this group. 
We have tried to point out many 
times in this column that Hamlin 
can not just stand and wait for a new 
industry to come to us—we must get 
organized and go after these 
prospects. 
We have been told in the past by 
experts in this field that in order to 
attract new industry a community 
must have an Industrial Foundation 
and a team trained to meet with the 
potential prospects. Hopefully, out 
of this meeting Tuesday night will 
come the first step in reaching both 
of these goals. 
The purpose of a Foundation is to 
raise money to provide funds to help 
provide buildings or building sites 
for new industry. In many cases the 
funds have been used by com­ 
munities to help local industry grow. 
Sometimes communities use these 
funds to buy or take out options on 
land that would be suitable for in­ 
dustrial development. There are 
many government loans available 
that require a local foundation to 
provide part of the funds. 
It is the hope of the committee that 
a number of people, hopefully as 
many as IO or more, will be in­ 
terested in taking part in the In­ 
dustrial Team project. It is the goal 
of the committee to send this group 
to Austin for a one-day training 
session to be conducted by the Texas 
Industrial Commission. 
The purpose of this group is to 
come up with the answers to all of 
the questions about Hamlin that a 
prospective industry would need to 
know. This team must know about 
local 
utilities, 
transporation, 
building sites, financing, labor, 
taxation and general living con­ 
ditions. 
Industry is on the move to West 
Texas but it is going to the com­ 
munities that 
are working the 
hardest to attract them. Up to now 
Hamlin has done nothing in this area 
and it is time we got off our duffs and 
start to work. 
Hamlin has a lot to attract in­ 
dustry if we will just take the time to 
tell the prospects about ourselves. 


The Pipers will open district play 
Friday night with their old arch 
rivals, the Anson Tigers. Both teams 
will go into the contest with identical 
3-1 records and both teams have lost 
to the same opponent, Clyde. 


In case past records mean 
anything, the Tigers have won six of 
the last IO games between these two 
long time foes. 
With the close of non-conference 
play we thought that you might be 
interested in some of the statistics 
on the first four games.

They lead 72 to 36 in 
first downs and have amassed 1,425 
yards in 189 carries for an average 
of 7.5 per try. They have held their
